RELIEF IS SENT. 


Fort De France, Island of Martin- 


ique, 
Sunday, 
May 
11.—Several 


steamers, including the government 
vessel, Rubis, started from here yes- 
terday for St. Pierre. 
They had on 


board a government delegate, a num- 
ber of gendarmes, a detachment of 
regular infantry and several priests. 
The vessel also carried a quantity of 
firewood, petroleum and quicklime, 
for use in the cremation of the bodies 
of the victims of the terri'ble volcan- 
ic outbreak on Thursday last. Large 
quantities 
of disinfectants, 
and 


stocks of clothing for the refugees 
were also shipped to St. Pierre. The 
refugees had, as a rule, assembled at 
Le Carbet and Case Pilote, not (far 
from St. Pierre and, it is reported, 
over' 1,000 of them have died since 
the fearful stream 
of lava poured 


clown Mont Fclee. 


The sea for mile's around was cov- 


ered with the wreckage of -the ves- 
sels sunk off St. Pierre at the time 
of thEMlisaster, and ashore only a few 
trees, all bent seaward by the force 
of the volcanic shower, 
were left 


standing'. 


When nearing- St. Pierre the Rubis 


met a number of tugs towing light- 
ers filled with refugees. 


AWFUL HEAT AND STENCH. 
The heat from the smoking lava- 


covered ruins at St. Pierre was suf- 
focating, and the stench from the 
corpse-strewn streets was 
awful. 


Only a few walls were standing. The 
report that the hospital clock was 
found intact, with its hands stopped 
at 7:50, was confirmed, as was the 
statement that' the offices 
of the 


sable company had entirely disap- 
peared. 


On all sides were found portions of 


corpses, which were gathered up by 
the soldiers and gendarmes and 
burned on one of the public squares. 


Not a drop of water was procura- 


ble ashore. The darkness caused 'by 
the clouds of volcanic dust shrouded 
the town and continuous subterran- 
ean rumblings added to the horror of 
the scene. 


The fort and central quarters of 


the town were razed to the ground 
and were replaced by beds of hot cin- 
ders. 


The iron grille-work gite of the 


government offices was alone stand- 


abdomens had been burst open by th 
intense heat. 
Curiously enough, th 


features of the dead were generally 
calm 
and 
reposeful, 
although 


some cases terrible fright and agony 
were depicted. Grim piles of bodies 
were stacked everywhere, showin 
that death had stricken them while 
the crowds were vainly seeking es- 
cape from the fiery deluge. On one 
spot a group of nine children were 
found locked in each others arms. 


The vaults of the Bank of Martin- 


ique, at the head of what had been 
the Rue de L'Hopital, 
were found 


intact. They contained two million 
francs in specie and other securities, 
which was sent here for safe-keep- 
ing. 


SEARCHING FOR TREASURE. 
The vaults 
of the .government 


treasury are now being- searched in 
the hope that 
a large 
amount of 


money and other valuables deposited 
by tlie principal merchants of the 
city, may be saved. 


Nearly 4,000 of the refugees from 


the vicinity 
of the 
village of Le 


Precheur, a suburban village to the 
north of St. Pierre, were rescued by 
the French cruiser Sucliet and -the 
cable repair 
ship Pouyer-Quertier, 


and were brought here. 
> 


As a result of his inspection, the 


commaaider of the Suchet reports 
that crevices and valleys 
are con- 


stantly forming in the northern por- 
tion of the island, where the land is 
in a state of perpetual change. For- 
tunately, that part of the country 
was evacuated in good time by the 
inhabitants, who fled .to Fort De 
France. 


LAVA STILL FLOWING. 


Lava continues to stream down the 


mountain side, -accompanied by ter- 
rific thunder and lightning. 


The dearth of provisions is begin-

NO SUBVIVOBS FOUND. 


:w York, May IS.—Relief parties 


have ventured into the streets of St. 
Pierre, says a Castries, St. Lucia, dis- 
patch to the Herald. It was not ex- 
pected that survivors would be found 
and so there has been no disappoint- 
ment at the mournful reports that 
have been returned. 


Piles of .dead in the vicinity of the 


site of the cathedral tells a story of 
the attempt to find sanctuary nnd 
refuge in the great structure of wor- 
ship. Men -and women, panic-stricken 
at the cataclysm, turned, in the mo- 
ment of their despair to -the cathedral 
and were apparently overcome before 
they could reach its doors. 


So far the search has been hindered 


by the fires that are still raging and 
the investigators are In great danger. 


From the positions of the bodies 


the opinion is formed that many were 
overcome almost before they realized 
the extent of the peril. Many'of the 
bodies are in life-like positions, as

Fort do France, Martinique, May 


13.—St. Pierre was destroyed, not by 
lava streams and not by dhowere of 
redihot rooks, but by one all-consum- 
ing blast of suffocating, poisonous, 
burning gases. 


Death came to the inhabitants in- 


stantly. It was not a matter of hours 
or minutes. It was a matter of sec- 
onds. They did not burn to death. 
They died by breathing flame and 
their bodies were burned afterward. 


DROP IN TRACKS. 


It is not merely true -that no person 


inside the limits of the town escaiped, 
but it is probably a literal fact that 
no person lived long enough to take 
two steps toward escape. 


These facts, whidh will go on record 


as the most astounding in tihe history 
of human catastrophes, have been 
practically established iby the inves- 
tigations of today and yesterday at 
the site of the ctty, helped out in 
slight degree by the scanty testimony 
of the few tortured sufferers on 
boats in the harbor who alone sur- 
vived. 


UNIQUE IN HJSTOBY. 


The manner of the annihilation of 


St. Pierre is unique in tihe history of 
the world. Pompeii was not a paral- 
lel, for Pompeii was eaten up by de- 
moniac rivers of lava, and lava, be- 
came its .tomb. But where St. Pierre 
once stood there is not even a lava 
bed now. The city is gene from the 
earth. 


The half-dead victims who escapee 


on the Roddam or were brought here 
by the Suchot talked of a "humicane 
of flame" tlhat had come upon them 
•It now 'appears that that -phrase was 
no figure of speech, -bait a literal 
statement of what happened. 


DEATH COMES QUICKLY. 


There 
are bodies lying in the 


streets of the city—or rather on the 
ground "where streets once were, for 
in many places it is impossible to 
•trace the line between streets ant 
building sites—to which death came 
so suddenly that tihe smiles on 1fh 
faces 'did not have time to change to 
,the lines of agony. 


That does nQt mean deatih by ibu.ni- 


ing, though the bodies have been 
charred and half consumed, nor does 
it mean suffocation, for suffocation ia 
slow. It can mean only the batJh o 
burning fumes into which the city 
was plunged affected the victims like 
a terribly virulent poison when thi 
first whiff of .the gases entered thair 
lungs. 


HANDS ON MOUTHS. 


There are many of the victims wh< 


died with their hands to their mouths 
Thait one motion of the arm was 
probably the only one that they madi 
before ithey became unconscious 
Others fell to their faces and died 
with their lips pressed into the eartih. 


There was no time to run, perhaps 


no time even to cry out, no time to 
breathe a prayer. It was as if St 
Pierre 'had been just dipped into an 
immense white-hat furnace and them 
set out to cool. 
Mont Pelee went 


sputtering on, but that made n< 
longer any difference. In the city al 
life was destroyed. 


BURNS AI/L THINGS. 


Every 
combustible thing 
was 


burned. 
Animal 
bodies, 
full of 


moisture, glowed awhile and then 
remained charred wrecks. '"Wood and 
other easily combustible things burn- 
ed to ashes. 


On -the ground lay the bodies, 


amidst heaps of hot mud, heaps of 
gleaming ashes and 
(piles of vol- 


canic stones. That -was all. 


That St. Pierre and the strip of 


c last to the north and south of it 
were burned in an, instant was prob- 
ably due to the first 'break in the 
mountain coming on its western side 
and immediately above them, though 
the direction of the wind may have 
had a little to do with it. 


HIGH RESORT ESCAPES. 


In this way one can understand 


how the mountain resort of Morne 
Rouge, where about 600 people were 
staying, escaped annihilation. Rocks 
and dust and boiling mud fell upon 
it, no doubt harming it, but they 
did not destroy it, for it was out of 
the way of the pathway of the first 
awful blast. 


Since Thursday, beginning, indeed, 


immediately after the first explo- 
sion, Mont Pelee has been sending 
down lava streams in many direc- 
tions. They have filled the ravines 
and followed river courses and maie 
their way to the sea. They have 
done great destruction, but most of 
the inhabitants in their course have 
had some chance a, least to escape. 


WIDE SWEEP OF LAVA. 


From La Precheur around the 


northern end of the island, to Grand 
Riviere Macoube, 
and perhaps to 


Grand Anse, 
directly across the 


island from St. Pierre, the lava has 
been flowing. Great crevasses are 
opening from time to time in the 
hills. The earth is undulating lik* 
waves. 
Rivers are thrown out of 


their courses by the change in land 


evels. 
In some places they sub- 


merge the land and form lakes. In 
other places they are licked up by the 
ava that flows on them and turns 
hem to steam. 


DIE OP FRIGHT. 


Constant rumblings, thunder and 


lightning storms make the surround- 
ings so terrible that many persons 
lave actually died of ifright. 


There is no reason to change earlier 


estimates as to the total loss of life 
in the neighborhood of St. Pierre. 
Four thousand people have been 
brought here on lighters from 
the 


neighborhood of Le Precheur. There 
are still others to take off. It is 
estimated that as many as 1,000 
people have died on the hills from 
injuries and exhaustion since they 
took refuge there.

TRIED TO CROSS, BUT FELL 


VIVIAN MORGAN 
AT PLAY OK 


LAKESIDE BRIDGE 


When His Life Was Crushed Out by 


a Street Car—Distressing' Ac- 


cident Friday Afternoon. 


While at boyish play on the Lake- 


side bridge late Friday 
'afternoon 


little Vivian Morgan, six years of 
age, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Delbert 
Morgan, of 92 Wagner street, was 
instantly killed by Lewis Street oar 
No. 323, in charge of Motorman John 
E. Monnihan nnd Cmiductor Eli 
Magner. 


•The Morgan lad, 
with 
several 


young- companions just dismissed 
for the day from the Lakeside school, 
were at play upon the bridge, where 
they had tarried momentarily upon 
their way homeward. 
As the car 


approached they were upon the south 
side of the bridge, throwing sticks 
and dandelion 
blossoms 
into the 


river below and watching them float 
away down stream. 
Car No. 
323, 


eastbound, neared them and as it did 
so the Morgan lad remarked to his 
companions that he could cross the 
tracks ahead of it. 


Suiting the action to his words, 


though dissuaded, by companions, the 
little fellow, who had climbed upon 
the railing at the side, jumped to the 
floor of the bride directly upon the 
street car 'tracks. He stumbled and 
fell AS he did so, and the car was so 
close upon 
him that 
it was im- 


possible to stop quickly enough to 
avoid 'the accident, and the little fel- 
low was instantly killed beneath the 
wheels. Coroner Barnett viewed the 
scene and the remains were removed 
to the Peltier undertaking establish- 
ment. 
The right arm was nearly 


severed at the elbow, the left arm 
WAS crushed near the shoulder, and 
there were extensive injuries upon 
other portions of the body. 


Later the remains were removed to 


the home cu Wagner street, 
where 


the grief-stricken another was com- 
pletely prostrated. The father is a 
carpenter 
and was 
at work 
on 


Stophlet street. He was not informed 
of the accident until he returned from 
his work at 6:30 'o'clock. The dead 
boy was a particularly bright little 
fellow, a pupil in 
'Miss Bledsoe's 


room at the Lakeside school, and had 
only commenced 'to attend school in 
February. 
A companion who was 


with him at the time was so fright- 
ened by the dreadful affair that he 


ran 'hurriedly away and could not;

about the bridge after the dismissal 
of school/despite the admonitions of 
teachers and 'parents. The street car 
men say fcha't when 'the car reached 
the bridge the lads were all safely 
upon the footpath at the south side 
of the structure, and there was no 
indication that either of them in- 
tend«'d to attempt to cross until the 
Morgan lad jumped with the car but 
a few feet away from him.

"We experienced the greatest diffi- 


culty in getting into port," said he. 
"Appalling sounds were issuing from 
the mountains 
behind 
the town, 


which were shrouded 
in darkness. 


All the.ya^sengers were up and some 
•wore trying to obtain .photographs. 


"Suddenly I heard i tremendou 


explosion. 
Ashes began 
to 
fall 


thicker upon the deck tuid I could 
see a black cloud sweeping 
down 


upon us. I dived below, and drag- 
ging with ane Samuel Thomas, a 
gangwayman and fellow 
country- 


man, 
sprang into n room, shutting 


the door to keep out the heat that 
was already unbearable. 


"The ship rocked nnd I expecte'd 


every moment that it would sink. 
Outside I heard a voice pleading for 
the door to be opened. It was Scott, 
the first officer, and I opened the door 
and dragged him into the room, 


UNBEARABLY HOT. 


"It soon became unbearably hot 


and I went on deck. All about was 
lying- the dead and the dying. Little 
children were moaning for water. 
I 


did what I could for them. I ob- 
tained water, but when it was held 
to their 'Swollen lips they were un- 
able to swallow because of the ashes 
which clogged their -throats. 
'One 


little chap took water in this man- 
ner and rinsed out the ashes, but 
even then could 
not 
swallow, sc 


badly was his throat burned. 
He 


sank back unconscious arid> a few 
minutes later was dead. All aft the 
ship was afire and from the land 
came draug-hts of terrible heat. 
At 


last, when I could stand it no longer, 
I sprang overboard. The -water was 
almost hot enough to parboil me,! 
but a wave soon swept in from the, 
ocean, bringing with it cool water,

"I was caught 
in the receding; 


wave, whicli was of tidal velocity, j 
and was carried out to sea. Then: 
on the second return of the wave I j 
was washed against 
an upturned j 


sloop, to which I clung.

"A few minutes later I was joined i 


by another man, whom I learned was i 
Captain Muggah, of the Boraima.: 
He was in dreadful agony and kept 
begging piteously to be put on board 
his ship. 


MADE A RAPT. 


"Picking up some wreckage and a 


tool chest, I and five others who 
joined me succeeded in forming 
a 


ruda raft, 011 which 'we placed the: 
captain. 
Seeing an upturned boat,' 


I asked one of the five to swim out, 
to it and bring it over, so that Cap- \ 
tain. Muggah might have an oppor-, 
tunity to live. 
The man succeeded: 


in getting the boat righted, but in-', 
stead of returning, he picked up two 
of his countrymen and w-ent away in 
the direction of 'Fort De France. 


"'Seeing the Roddam, which had 


arrived in port soon 
after- we an- 


chored, making for the Roxaima, I 
said good-bye to Captain. Muggah 
nnd swam to the Roddam. Before I 
could reach her she burst into flames 
and put out to sea. I finally reached 
the Roraima about half past 2 o'clock 
in the afternoon and later was taken 
off by the cruiser Suchet." 


Samuel Thomas, the gangwayman 


whose life was saved by Taylor, de- 
scribes a woman who was burned to 
death while she held her baby in 
her arms, protecting it with her own 
body from the fire that filled the air. 
The child was alive long after its 
mother had ceased to suffer.

She was 
at first extremely desirous of being 
permitted to see her husband, but 
Dr. Baruch finally succeeded in per- 
suading- her not to insist 
upon dt. 


Word had been sent by telegraph to 
E. H. Kiddftr, father of Mrs. Ford, 
at his business office in Broadway, 
and to Eoswell Skccle, jr., a brother- 
in-law of the dead men. 
, The coroner's investigation was 
practically ended by the examination 
of Miss Hall, who was the only per- 
son who could give any information 
as to how the tragedy had been en- 
acted. 
It was found that Malcolm 


had shot himself in almost exactly 
the same spot as he had struck his 
brother. The care of the bodies was 
intrusted to Sexton Williams, of St. 
Thomas' church, of which both of the 
men are said to have been members. 
FAMILY MAKES EXPLANATION. 


The family issued this statement: 
"About 10 o'clock this morning 


Paul Leicester!- Ford was shot through 
the heart by Malcolm Webster Ford, 
who, after having for some time past 
been causing uneasiness to the fam- 
ily by showing evidence of an unbal- 
anced mind, 
attacked his brother 


during a period of temporary insan- 
ity and then took his own life. Both 
deaths were almost instantaneous. 


:The cause of Malcom's action can 


only be explained by inference.

It was Mr.lcom's devotion to ath- 


letics that the cause of yesterday's 
tragedy may be traced directly. Be- 
fore the death of his father, nearly 
eleven years ago, the young man had 
attained the first rank among ama- 
teur athletes. His father was very 
much opposed to all this. The elder 
Ford had accumulated a large fortune 
as a real estate lawyer nnd desired1 


to have his son devote himself to 
business, but the young 
man de- 


clined 
to accede 
entirely 
to bis 


father's w.ishes. The result was -that 
when Gordon Ford made his will he 
left Malcolm out of its provisions. 


MALCOLM CONTESTED WILL. 
Gordon Ford died late in 1891, his 


property going in practically equal 
shares to Malcolm's two brothers and 
four sisters. From that time began 
the more or less open friction among 
the children of Gordon Ford, which 
finally reached- its climax yesterday. 
When the will was offered for pro- 
bate Malcolm began a contest of it. 
Subsequently he withdrew the con- 
test tipon the allegation made in his 
behalf at the time that an agreement 
had been entered into 
among -the 


legatees whereby provision should be 
made for him. Some time afterward 
he -filed a suit against his brothers 
Paul and Worthington, alleging their 
failure to carry out -this agreement, 
but he was defeated. 


Since his father's death Malcolm 


had been employed in vazious ca- 
pacities as a newspaper -writer, prin- 
.cipally upon athletic subjects. 
He 


married a daughter of Robert Graves, 
but in 1896 she secured an absolute 
divorce from him. B/ecen-tly he has 
been employed as secretary of the 


GEORGE L GODFREY IS DEAD 


WAS THE GRANDSON OF A FA- 


MOUS MIAMI CHIEF. 


Well Known Indian Succumbs to Ill- 


ness at Hope Hospital—Was a 


Mason of Hig-h Degree. 


George L. Godfrey, a direct descend- 


ant of one of the most famous of the 
early Miami chiefs, and himself the 
best known representative of the 
remnant of the once powerful Indian 
tribe that yet remains in this vicin- 
ity, died at Hope hospital at 1:30 
o'clock Friday morning-. 


Godfrey was 52 years of age and 


his death was due to a complication 
of diseases. Several months ag-o he 
suffered an attack of dropsy, and 
later typhoid pneumonia developed. 
He was removed to Hope hospital 
three months ago for treatment, and 
had so far recovered that he was able 
to sit uip ft portion of the time. Then 
came a recurrence of the dropsical 
trouble -that gradually worked its 
way upward until the heart was 'in- 
volved. 


A FAMOUS ANCESTRY. 


The deceased comes of a family in- 


timately identified with tihe early 
history of Fort Wayne, 'and by right 
of succession under the old tribal 
Izsvrs he would have been a chief of 
the Miamis.

Francis Gcdfroy, or Godfroi, wMch ia 
the old French, form of the name. 
Francis Godfrey was a war chief of 
gTeat power and influence, prominent 
in tlie affairs of his time, and in 1812 
he succeeded tlie famous chief, Little 
Turtle, as the 'head of -the Miftmis.

PAUL L. FORD'S WORK. 


Paul Leicester Ford 
was 
best 


known as the author of "Janice Mere- 
dith" 
and 
"The Honorable Peter 


Sterling." He was born in Brooklyn 
in 1865 and was the son of the late 
Gordon L. Ford, for many years pub- 
lisher of the Mew York Tribune, and 
of Emily Ellsworth Fowler Ford. 
His mother was a descendant of Noah 
Webster and of President Chauncey, 
of Harvard. From his mother he in- 
herited his literary taste, for she was 
herself a writer. 


Because of his delicate health Paul 


was educated mostly at home. He 
was a cripple and was unable to with- 
stand the 
labors 
of studying in 


schools and colleges. 
At home he 


had the benefit of his father's library 
of 50,000 volumes, accounted one of 
the best in the United States. Edu- 
cational in the highest sense was the 
social circle of his parents, which 
included many of the leading writers 
and thinkers of the generation. Yet 
another form of cultivation was con- 
stant travel. He delved in the best 
libraries of America and Europe and 
pursued special studies in this man- 
ner. In addition to these studies and 
travels, he visited the southwestern 
portion of the country and knew it 
thoroughly, as he did the whole of 
Newfoundland, where he traveled at 
various times. 


In 1886 he partly set up a revised 


edition of Noah Webster's "Webs- 
ter's Genealogy," his name appear- 
ing on the title page as editor. Later 
he edited many books and pamphlets, 
relating chiefly to American history 
and bibliography, the most important 
of which were elaborate editions of 
'Writings of Thomas Jefferson" and 
'Writings of John Dickinson.". 


In 1894 he published "The Hon. 


Peter Sterling,*' a book designed to 
set forth a theory of politics derived 
from the author's active political 
work in his own ward. Then came a 
short story, appearing in a maga- 
zine, and called "The Great K. and 
A. Train Robbery." Later he pub- 
lished "The Story of an Untold Love" 
mil "Janice Meredith."

ROSE IN MASONRY. 


Godfrey occupied the unique dis- 


tinction of having risetn higher in 
Masonry than any other Indian in * 
the world. Very few of his people, \ 
indeed, have ever received the de- 
grees of any secret order, yet George 
Godfrey not only reached the thirty- 
second degree in Masonry, but was 
also affiliated with a large number of 
other- fraternal organizations. 


He was made a member of Home 


lodge, No. 342, quite a number of 
years ago, later uniting with bhe 
Fort Wayne chapter, No. 19; Fort 
Wayne council, No. 4, B. & S. M.; 
Fort Wayne comma.Tidei'y. No. 4, 
Knights Templar; Font Wayne Lodge 
of Perfection, Darius council, Princes 
of Jerusalem; the Nobles of the Mys- 
itic Shrine and the consistory at In- 
dianapolis. He was also a member of 
the Improved Order of Tied Men, the 
Woodmen, Knights of Pythias and a 
number of other fraternities. 


Mr. Godfrey was a man of good 


habits, widely known and hiid many 
friends. 
He was usually wcfll in- 


formed ,a.ii interesting conversation- 
alist and enthusiastic in his advocacy 
of the principles of Masonry. Henever 
married and had been for many years 
a member o-f the Wayne street M. 
E. church. His death removes a not- 
able representative of the once pow- 
erful race which dominated this sec- 
tion of bhe country, and more than 
ordinary interest attached to him by 
reason of his descent from a line of 
famous Indian chieftains. He is sur- 
vived by a brother, John Godfrey, 
and two sisters, Mrs. Louisa Neid and 
Mrs. Annie Strack.

A MISSIONARY AWAKENING. 
The first twelve chapters of the 


book of Acts are largely devoted to 
tlie origin and. early development of 
the church.' We now enter xipon the 
second uortion of tlie took, which is 
devoted chiefly to the missionary la- 
bors cf the apcstle Paul, and shows 
•how the Christian faith was preach- 
ed in various pants of the Roman 
Empire until it reached the imperial 
city of Rome. 


The record in the thirteenth chap- 


ter of Acts s3iows us that the mis- j 
sionary Impulse resulting in. the first ! 
direct missionary work on. the part | 
of the church, in Antioeh originated j 
from the Holy Spirit himself speak- j 
ing- to the group of earnest prophets j 
and teachers wlio were leaders in the : 
.church. It should l>e noted, too, that ! 
.the divine intimation to enter upon ; 
this new form of service came while I 
•these men. were 
engaged in their j 


•work of ministration and in fasting, i 
Thia^reminds us. that the revelation 
of the divine-will comes to us most 
clearly -when we ourselves are fol- 
lowing in .the line of duty, and that 
the hour of consecrated devotion may 
lead us into the choicest communion 
with Sod. 


PATH'S FIRST MISSIONARY 


JOTJBNEY. 


Three missionary 
journeys were 


made by the apostle Paul. The first 
of these is described in Acts 13:14- 
26, and to it are devoted this and the 
next two lessons of the present quar- 
ter. The course pursued by Paul mid 
Barnabas can be readily traced by 
the ihelp of one of the many maps 
which are drawn especially for -this 
purpose. 
It 
began and ended at 


Antioch, and was ithe shortest of the 
three missionary journeys made by 
the apostle. 
MISSIONARY TOILS IN CYPRUS. 


Our lesson, for today is concerned 


chiefly with the work of Paul and 
Barnabas in the Island of .Cyprus, 
situaited in the northeastern, part of : 
the Mediterranean Sea, about forty 


miles from the coast of Syria. The 
main portion of the island is 110 
miles long1, varying from thirty to 
sixty miles in width. It is moun- 
tainous in character and contains 
copper mines. 


For a short time Cyprus was an im- 


perial Roman province, or a part of 
one, but about 27 A. D. the emperor, 
Augustus, transferred it to the juris- 
diction of the Senate, and hence St. 
Luke speaks of its ruler correctly as 
a pro-consoil. (See R. V.) 


Though S.uil and Barnabas preach- 


ed at S-iLinus, their principal work 
in Cyprus ircis done at Pnphos, in the 
southwestern 
part 
of the island, 


where lived the pro-CMisul Sergins 
Paulus. 


OBSTACLE TO SUCCESS. 


The gospel as it is in Ohrist Jesus 


was not preached wiVJiout opposition. 
A certain Barjesus. aJso called Ely- 
mas, Ttfho is described as a sorcerer, 
a false prophet and a Jew, seeing that 
the acceptance cf the gosnel meant 
the waning- of his influence, used all 
his puwer: to counteract the teaching 
of .the apostles and to dissuade those 
who "were-convinced of its truth from 


At this point however, there crime a 
divine interposition. 
Ely-mas 
was 


blind for a season, and his pitiable 
helplessness served most effectually 
to dissipate his evil influence. 


MISSIONARY EFFORT. 


The first recorded fruits of Paul's 


first missionary journey are found in 
the conversion of Sergiu3 Paulus the 
pro-consul. He iiacl been interested, 
from the first, in the preaching oi 
Paul, and the manifestation cf the 
divine power in connection with, the 
smiting of Elymas was an, over- 
whelming proof 'of the truth of tile 
gospel whidi Paul and Barnabas had 
presented to him. Tihus ends the 
record of Paul's missionary campaign 
in Cyprus, which beaa-s clear witness 
to the fact that God ever co-operates 
with his Children in their efforts to 
extend the kingdom of Christ. 


For tiiie first time in the book of 


Acts Saul is called Paul in this les- 
son. It seems probable that he had 
always borne these two n'ames, but 
that the name ef Paul is used hence- 
forth by Luke as the name by which 
•he would best be known on Ills 
travels among tlie Gentiles.

and one of the horses fell under the 
car wheels and its carcass was drag- 
ged nearly to Clay street before the 
train could be stopped. The other 
horse escaped injury 


The train consisted of switch en- 


gine No. 221 and seven cars, which 
•were being shunted to the Glasgow 
avenue siding. Engineer James Are- 
Imrt was at the throttle and Con- 
ductor John McVey was in charge. 
The train was making good speed at 
the time, the trainmen not anticipat- 
ing any trouble, believing that the 
gates were down. The engine was 
pushing the cars and the brakeman 
on the front did not see the wagon

Hepburn, 


Miss Clara Marks and 
Miss Grace 


Lowe are the only survivors. 
Mr. 


Hepburn 
states 
that he saw the 


lights of the approaching 'tug, and 
thinking it was bound straight down 
the river, turned to the east. Nearly 
abreast, of the launch the tug turned 
to the east in order to make the dock 
at Ironville, and before the launch 
could get out nf the way it was struck 
by the tug and turned over and sunk 
about ono hundred 
feet from the 


dock. 
Mr. Hepburn caught hold of 


the side of the tug 
and the Lowe 


girl grasped his leg and both were 
pulled mi the tug. 
The Marks girl 


was picked up from a cushion on 
which she floated. Arthur Marks 
also was fortunate enough to grab 9. 
piece of wreckage and was picked up 
up by those on the tug. 
The other 


seven members of the party were 
drowned and the river is now being 
dragged for their bodies. 


The tug brought the rescued to this 


city. 
Mr. Hepburn was not able to 


give the names of the drowned, and 
their companions who were saved 
were not able to talk before being 
taken home. 
Capt. Al Pitts, who 


was in charge of the tug, says that 
the launch showed no lights and 
that he wns not aware of its presence 
until the tug struck her. 


Werk, 
resides on -the Illinois 


road, about three miles from the city. 
His barn, a slrJis roof structure of bhe 
most modern type, erectscl two years 
ng3 at a cost of $2,000, was totally 


recked. A farm hand had jxist un- 


hitched a team of horses and was m-e^- 
paring .to put t'licmi in the barn, when 
the animals became frigfhtened at a 
bit of flying wreckage and started to 
run away. ^Tihe nmn clung to the 
reins and was dragged soms distance 
and had just cleared the corner of 
L-he structure when it topple:! over. 


The roof of a large barn belonging 


to John Frederick, residing in 
i^he 


northern part cf -the county, near the 
DoXalib county line, was blown off 
and an outbuilding was lifted bodily 
from its -foundation aiicl 
carried 


some distance, being dashed to pieces 
against the ground. A la^ge orchard 
on the Gump farm, in that vicinity, 
was almost totally destroyed. 
A 


gable was torn, from the barn o£ Cy 
Fitch, whose farm is near that of 
Mr. Frederick, and several outbuild- 
ing's were unroofed or partly wrecked 
and fences leveled. 


So far as can. be learned no one was 


seriously injured, although a few 
miuor mishaps occurred. Reports in- 
dicate that there will 'be a consider- 
able loss of small stock, such as 
chickens, pigs, sheep, etc. Wind 
mills and fences in all directions were 
wrecked and the damage to standing 
timber is considerable. 


ROOF CARRIED A MILE. 


On the Bash farm, west ol the city, 


several small buildings were un- 
roofed nnd a large barn was moved 
from its foundations. A com crib at 
Huntertown, owned by Mr. Bash, and 
containing many hundred bushels of 
corn, was wrecked, >and the roof o£ the 
building was carried nearly a mile. 


A large orchard belonging to Grant 


Aroher, on Spy Run avenue, was com- 
pletely ruined. 
Ewery tree but six 


was blown down and the trees left 
standing were nearly 
stripped of 


their branches. The furniture fac- 
tory of Keltsch & Franke, >at the cor- 
ner of Pearl and Fulton streets, was 
partly wrecked, the roof being taken 
completely off. 


Barns belonging to Mr. 
Houde- 


schelcl, Mr. Brundige and 'Mr. Gros- 
jean, all residents of Bloomingdale, 
were moved from their foundations 
and partly wrecked. 


A stone wall at Brookside, Mr. 


Bass' suburban residence, which is 
being rebuilt, was blown down and 
three stonemasons who were at work 
on a scaffold were carried down with 
it, one of them, Samuel Thounas, be- 
ing painfully though not seriously 
injured. 
The loss at Brookside will 


be in the neighborhood of $3,000, the 
building in which the bowling alley 
is located and two windmills being 
completely wrecked. 
One of 
the 


windmills was recently erected to re- 
place one blown down in a storm a 
few weeks ago, 


A large chimney at "Colonia," one 


of tlie state institution buildings, 
wns blown down, carrying with it a 
large section of one corner oE the 
structure. 
The roof of a summei 


house on the grounds was carrie:!
